Bail issue delayed after 
request to remove judge

Drew Peterson will 
remain jailed on $20 mil- 
lion bond until at least 
Thursday after a prose- 
cution request to remove 
the judge handling his 
murder case derailed 
plans for defense attor- 
neys to ask for a bail reduction. 

Defense attorney Joel Brodsky entered a not 
guilty plea on Peterson’s behalf as his client 
stood silently in court Monday wearing a blue 
jail jumpsuit and shackles. 

Prosecutors then asked that Judge Richard 
Schoenstedt be removed from Peterson’s case, 
asserting that the judge was prejudiced against 
them. Brodsky is challenging that move, and 
Will County Chief Judge Gerald Kinney is slated 
to hold a hearing on the issue Thursday 

Schoenstedt last year dismissed two unlaw- 
ful use of a weapon charges against Peterson 
after the state’s attorney’s office refused to give 
Peterson’s legal team internal police memos, e- 
mails and other correspondence relating to his 
arrest in May 

Peterson was charged with allegedly possessing 
a modified assault rifle with a barrel of less than 
16 inches, a violation of state law. Authorities had 
seized the rifle and other weapons after search 
warrants had been executed relating to the Oct. 
28, 2007, disappearance of his fourth wife, Stacy 
Peterson. 

Peterson has been in custody since his arrest 
on first-degree murder charges on May 7 in the 
2004 death of his third wife, Kathleen Savio. 

Brodsky has said he will move to get Peterson’s 
bail reduced to somewhere between $100,000 
and $500,000. He asserts Peterson isn’t a flight 
risk, saying that if he was going to flee, he would 
have done so long ago. Monday’s motion by the 
prosecution for a new judge delayed consider- 
ation of the bail issue. 

Savio was found drowned in an empty bathtub 
in her Bolingbrook home five years ago. Her death 
was ruled accidental, but prosecutors reopened 
the case following Stacy’s disappearance. Peterson 
has denied any involvement in Stacy’s disappear- 
ance and has not been charged in that case.

Candy tester Knechtel helps 
perfect popular sugary snacks

What a sweet job it would be to experiment with ingredients 
like chocolate, nuts, sugar and marshmallows to create the next 
candy craze — and then eat what is made. 

Bob Boutin has that job. He is president of Skokie’s Knechtel, 
a confectionery consultant. The 30,000-square-foot candy labo- 
ratory is filled with pans and heating and mixing machines Boutin 
calls “toys,” Gizmos to shape and make jellybeans, gummy bears, 
chewing gum and chocolate are abundant. 

Candy companies come to Knechtel, founded in 1956, to get 
help in making samples and figuring out whether components 
will mix well —and, most importantly, whether they’ll taste good 
together, “If it doesn’t taste good, it’s not going to sell,” said 
Boutin, who has worked at the company for 25 years. 

About 30 candy products the company has worked on recently 
wfil be among the more than 2,000 new sweets and savory snacks 
debuting at the National Confectioners Association’s 13th annual 
All Candy Expo, The trade show runs Tuesday through Thursday 
at McCormick Place, 

Candy seems to be hitting the sweet spot in a sour economy. 
The confectionery industry has grown 3,7 percent for the 52-week 
period ending April 19, according to the NCA, 

Meanwhile, Knechtel has been on a health kick, as are shop- 
pers, “Our consumers are becoming very knowledgeable and 
very in tune to what they’re eating. They read labels now whereas 
they didn’t so much in the past. They’re more cognizant of calo-

ties and artificial ingredients,” Boutin said. 

The company’s nearly two dozen employees have been in the 
lab tinkering with using natural food coloring on an M&M-like 
chocolate candy, and an extract of stevia, a natural and calorie- 
free sweetener, to make hard candy 
In the test kitchen, Boutin showed off samples of a chocolate 
bar made with caramel and whey, an orange fruit bar with one 
side coated in yogurt, and a trail mix bar for Northbrook-based 
Salus Foods, The company also helped create a peach and almond 
breakfast bar for Rosemont’s Dairy Management, Boutin said. 
Companies, including major candy makers Boutin won’t name, 
hire Knechtel as a consultant, sign confidentiality agreements 
and get the patent on the recipe Knechtel helps hatch. 
Employees also spend time whipping up their own concoc- 
tions, like fizzing hard candy and lollipops, 

Boutin counts $5 million to $6 million worth of candy formu- 
las the company has spent its own time and money on to create 
but hasn’t decided whether to sell them.

B WASHINGTON The nation’s top military 
officer said Monday he hopes additional 
forces and new tactics can help the U.S. turn a 
discouraging tide in Afghanistan where civil- 
ian deaths blamed 
on inaccurate 
or overzealous 
U.S. attacks have 
undermined the 
American effort. 

Adm. Mike 
Mullen, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, warned 
of more violence 
and more U.S. 
deaths. He said the 
repeated deaths 
of Afghan civil- 
ians linked to U.S. 
attacks will cripple 
President Obama’s 
revamped strategy 
for the seven-year- 
old war. 

“I believe that each time we do that, we put 
our strategy in jeopardy,” Mullen said. “We can- 
not succeed ... in Afghanistan by killing Afghan 
civilians.” 

The chairman said he was hopeful that “in 
the next 12 to 24 months, that we can stem the 
trends which have been going very badly in 
Afghanistan the last three years.” 

Speaking at the Brookings Institution, 
Mullen said it will take that long to make full 
use of an extra 21,000 forces now moving into 
the country He said he is encouraged that the 
first units arriving this spring seem to be off to 
a fast start. 

“I would look to 2009 and 2010 to be incred- 
ibly important years in Afghanistan,” Mullen 
said. “The violence level is up, the Taliban 
is much better organized than they were 
before.”

Is Cubs bidder 
courting celebs? 

Chicago Tribune 

Bill Murray’s lifelong love affair with the Chicago Cubs may turn 
into something more. 

The actor and Wilmette native has met with Tom Ricketts, 
who is negotiating to buy the Cubs from Chicago Tribune parent 
Tribune Co., about investing in his favorite baseball team, multiple 
sources said. 

As talks with Tribune Co. grind on, Ricketts, an investment 
banker who lives in Wilmette, has held separate discussions with 
a handful of celebrities to raise money from them and other 
wealthy Cubs fans willing to pony up as much as $25 million. In 
addition to Murray, he’s met with Jim Belushi and John Cusack, 
said two sources familiar with Ricketts’ proposal. The meetings 
took place several weeks ago, and sources were not sure if the 
talks had advanced. Representatives for Murray and Cusack did 
not respond to requests for comment. Belushi’s publicist declined 
to comment. 

Ricketts, the son of the founder of TD Ameritrade Holding 
Corp. who is leading his family’s pursuit of the Cubs, has been try- 
ing to raise capital from private investors, but the fundraising is not 
critical to reaching a deal with Tribune Co., sources said. 

Banks have agreed to lend the family $450 million to help 
finance its purchase of the Cubs, Wrigley Field and a 25 percent 
stake in cable’s Comcast SportsNet Chicago, sources said. The 
family also has raised $400 million by selling some of its shares in 
TD Ameritrade, an online brokerage.

Rapper hopes to hit top 
of charts again with new CD

“Guess who,” Eminem greets listeners during the 
intro to “We Made You” the debut single from his 
first album in nearly 4 years. “Did you miss me?” 

WeTl get the answer to that question Tuesday, when 
“Relapse” finally hits store shelves. 

So far signs point to yes, as the Detroit rapper puts 
on a full-scale media blitz to rev up interest in his 
long-awaited comeback. Despite his time away from 
the limelight, Eminem still ranks as one of music’s 
biggest artists, but some question if his time off has 
caused his relevancy to lapse. 

‘A lot of people are wondering, commercially, is he 
going to perform like he has in the past?” says Eskay 
the one-named founder of influential hip-hop blog 
nahright.com. “I think how this album does is going to 
go a long way toward determining whether or not that 
‘superstar’ label is going to stick.” 

It won’t be easy Not only have music sales eroded 
with the Internet and with downloading, but hip-hop 
stars such as Lil Wayne and Kanye West release new 
material on a near-constant basis, flooding the mar- 
ket with songs and giving them away for free. 

Warren Griffin of the Urban Network, a hip- 
hop industry magazine, predicts “Relapse” will sell 
600,000 to 750,000 copies its debut week. 

“Eminem is most definitely still relevant,” Griffin 
says. “Just because there hasn’t been new product 
doesn’t mean people haven’t kept listening to the old 
product. He still has a big place in the market.” 

Still, Eminem finds himself at an interesting cross- 


roads: He’s a superstar in a non-superstar era. 

Adding to the challenge, the 3 6 -year-old is coming 
off a rocky couple of years that saw him check into 
rehab for drug addiction, remarry and quickly divorce 
his ex-wife, Kim Scott, and suffer the shooting death 
of his best friend, Deshaun “Proof” Holton. 

Eollowing these incidents, Em retreated even 
further from the spotlight he had begun to shun. 
Though he released “Eminem Presents: The Re-Up,” 
in late 2006, he largely ceded the mike to his Shady 
Records labelmates. In the years since, with his career 
at a near- standstill, he was dogged by rumors of bal- 
looning weight and drug problems, and during the 
holidays in 2007, he was rushed to the hospital after 
what was reported as a bout with pneumonia but he 
has since admitted was a near-fatal drug overdose. 

Then in October, all of a sudden Eminem was— 
as he has rapped many times before— back, back 
again. He re-emerged with his memoir, “The Way 
I Am,” and announced a new album was imminent. 
And since last month, he’s been everywhere: He 
appeared in a video tribute to Detroit during CBS’ 
Einal Eour coverage; he inducted Run DMC into the 
Rock and Roll Hall of Eame; he’s been on magazine 
covers, “Jimmy Kimmel Live!” and Eox’s Animation 
Domination lineup Sunday; and he released a pair of 
music videos, for “We Made You” and “3 a.m.” 

If you missed him before, you don’t anymore. 

Still, it’s likely Eminem misses the music world of 
a few years ago. Illegal leaks of albums had dogged 
him before, but they weren’t nearly as persistent 
as they are today, when just about every album hits 
the Internet before its official release. “Relapse” hit 
the Internet in its entirety May 7, nearly two weeks 
before its official release date.

A viral Web site tied to “Relapse” got people buzzing 
about the new album, and the Twitter feed that bears 
his name and photo has amassed more than 80,000 
followers as of Monday 

On the other hand, critical reaction to “Relapse” 
has been mixed. Rolling Stone and Entertainment 
Weekly both weighed in with glowing reviews, the 
former granting the album four out of five stars and 
the latter grading it an A-, while the pop music critics 
at Chicago’s two daily newspapers both eviscerated 
the album with i-star reviews.
